WHAT THE COMPANY WANT:— 
Right of way. through city, clos- 
_Ing from Sth North to Ross Street, 
and south from Ross Street to a 
street to be made south of Mun- 
son, and to close Nanton Avenue, 
and make a spur Y“track to the 
back of 2nd Avente. 
WHAT THE CITY OFFER:— 
Straight right of way through, 
Open Stewart Street (8rd St. 
North), and no permission for a 
spur Y track north of Ross Street. 


A special meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held on Friday afternoon, 
with His Worship Mayor W. E. Lord 
in the chair, and Ald. Stone, Gal- 
braith, Moyes, Simpson and Brough- 
ton, and Solicitor W. E. Payne, and 
A. T. Stephenson present. 

Senator Michener was also present. 

The Canadian Northern’ Railway 
presented their requests through Mr. 
Mitchell. 

Mayor Lord asked Mr. Mitchell to 
state his case, and Mr. Mitchell, hav- 
ing produced his plans showing the 
direction to be takenthrough the city, 
said that the C.N.R. wish to build into 
the city this year as far as Ross 
Street, particularly to be able to take 
care of the coal situation by opening 
up the direct line to the Brazeaou 
collieries and giving the city the ben- 
efit of the main line service east and 
west. They wished to get a plan 
through, as the season was now ad- 
vanced and they wished to get into 
operation. 

Mayor Lord pointed out that he un- 
derstood the freight sheds proposed 

. previously were to be south of Ross 
Street and the Depot on _ Ross 
Street. The company now only pro- 
posed to come in as far as Ross 
Street. ae 
_ Mr Mitchell said that the depot 
would be on the north side of Ross 
Street and the freight shed on the 
south side between Ross and Mann 
Streets. -He submitted’ plan of the 
proposed line coming in and pointed 
out the streets which the company de- 
sired to close. 

A discussion arose as to which 
would benefit the city most, to close 
Ross Street and have a crossing or 
subway on Mann Street leading up to 
Michener Hill, the council being of 
the opinion that the city would -be 
best served by both streets being left 
open. 

Mr. Mitchell pointed out that this 

was a practical impossibility, as the 
freight sheds would overlap Mann 
Street, and it was impossible for the 
railway to have their buildings over 
the subway as the expense would be 
too great. 
- Senator Michener pointed out that 
Mann Street was a class A road, lead- 
ing from as far west as Rocky Moun- 
tain House, and going on to Hills- 
down, and was the principal means 
of access to the city from the east. 

Mr. Mitchell pointed out that the 
question of Mann Street being left 
open was not anticipated by the Rail- 
way Board, and he could not agree to 
the two streets being left open. If 
Mann Street was left open, there was 
no doubt they would- have to close 
Ross Street. 

Mr. Stephenson pointed out that 
the City water line and sewer ran 
down Ross "Street, and the City could 
not agree to have these shut off by a 
railway over. 

Mr. Mitchell said it was impossible 
for the railway to come in without 
closing streets, and as time went on 
the City would no doubt find that 
they had need for further crossings 
and could then apply for additional 
crossings. He did not think it fair 
to ask for two openings within a 
block of each other. 

Mr. Galbraith thought the one cros- 
sing at Ross Street would be suffi- 
cient at the present time, much as he 
would regret seeing Mann _ Street 
closed. ¥ 

Ald. Stone thought it was not a fair 
deal to the people in Parkvale that so 
many streets should be closed. 

A discussion then arose on the plan 
‘submitted, as the Council's plan of 
1911 showed certain streets open, and 
ithe railway company’s plan submitted 
showed these streets as unopened. 

The question of a Y then arose, Mr. 
Mitchell pointing out that the com- 
pany wished to put jn a Y one block 
morth of the school, cut across Nanton 
Ave. and abut into the lane west of 
the avenue. It would, he said, be 
cheaper to put in a Y instead of a 
turntable, as the cost of operating a 
turntable would make it an expensive 
arrangement. It would, however, only 
be a temporary arrangement as when 
the line was completed they would 
not use the Y at all, as it was only 
to be used until the line was con- 
structed south. What they wanted 
to do at present was to come into the 
city in order to connect up with the 
main line east and west and to open 
up the coal fields, which would mean 
that coal could be billed straight into 
Red Deer. 

Senator Michener thought that as 
the company only wished to operate 
as far as Ross Street, why not nego- 
tlate as far as that street only at 
present, and leave Mann Street and 
the line south for arrangement later 
on. 

This Mr. Mitchell said would not 
de acceptable to the company, as they 
‘wished to go on with the right of way 
through, although they did not intend 
to build the line south this year, 
us The TAY Or, oun they could ‘es: 


tablish the right of way through the 
town, get on with the grading, the 
location of the depot and = freight 
sheds, etc., but they must safeguard 
the residential part of the city, and) 
see where the line was going to go 
to, without allowing the line to come 
in for freight only and break up the 
best part of the city. If the line was 
to be of any importance, why not 
put in a turntable and prepare to op- 
erate in a permanent way. It would 


serve the interests of everybody bhet- | 


ter in all departments to get down: 
to permanent action in order to pro- 
tect the town. 

Mr. Mitchell persisted that it was 
not a very serious proposition. They 
were on'ty rsking to cross one ftreet 
and the city to sell a little property. 
The use of the Y would be very lim- 
ited, and he could undertake to say 
that it would not be used for com- 
mercial purposes. 

Ald. Broughton was afraidif they al- 
lowed the Y to be put in, it would 
become permanent. Mr. Mitchell as- 
sured him that it would only be used 
until such time as they could get the 
line through. 

Several suggestions were made to 
put a time limit on the use of the Y, 
say two,three or five years, but Mr. 
Mitchell could not accept such a res- 
ervation, as it would all depend on 
the growth of the cily and of business 
how long the Y would be in opera- 
tion, and the company may want to 
use the Y for a longer period than 
the Council set. It was not antici- 
pated to go south of Ross Street this 
year, .and if the company could not 
have ‘the Y to the north of that strect 
it would seriously hamper negoti- 
ations. 

Mr. Stephenson said the only ad- 
vantage he could see would be that 
they would be able to get freight into 
the city, and he thought it would not 
greatly benefit the city to have the 
Y there as it may become permanent, 
and that the facilities given this 
year may be all we would get. They 
must consider the residents in that 
part of the city. 

Senator Michener said that the 
Minister of Railways guaranteed to 
build all lines where the bonds had 
been sold, and as the bonds for this 
line had all been sold and the money 
was in hand, provision had _ been 
made to build on. The money cannot 
be used for any other purpose. 

The Mayor said the proposition for 
a Y was a most serious problem for 
the city. He would much rather see 
a turntable put in. He always under- 
stood that all shunting and changing 
was to be done south of Ross street, 
and that there would only be passen- 
ger traffic north. 

It seemed impossible for the Coun- 
cil and the Company representative 
to come to any common ground of 
agreement, as Mr. Mitchell was _ per- 
sistent in his request, and the Council 
equally persistent in their stand. 
Eventually Ald. Galbraith asked Mr. 
Mitchell, “If we meet you~with re- 
gard to closing Stewart Street, will 
you meet us in regard to the Y?" 

This opened a warm discussion on 
the point of closing Stewart Street, 
several speakers taking it that it was 
really not necessary to close this 
street, but Mr. Mitchel! held to his 
point that Stewart Street be closed. 
The Company did not wish to have 
any unnecessary crossings, and they 
were not asking any concessions, only 
to close streets. AS soon as_ they 
could come to some arrangements 
with ‘the city, the engineer was pre- 
pared to let the contract and get on 
with the work. 

The Mayor tried to reach a con- 
clusion, but without apparent effect, 
and he suggested that the members 
come to the regular meeting of Corn- 
cil on Monday prepared to give a defi- 
nite answer to Mr. Mitchell and the 
Railway Board. He did not think 
they would ever get anywhere with 
the Y as suggested, and he hoped Mr. 
Mitchell would find another way out. 

A motion was put to the meeting, 
but Ald. Galbraith pointed out that 
if the motion was recorded it would 
inean that the C.N.R. would drop the 
matter, and we would lose the line 
for at least another year, and even- 
tually it was decided that the meet- 
ing would be best served if they left 
themselves without a set motion; as 
Mr. Mitchell had heard all the discus- 


sion and knew the feeling of theCoun- |’ 


cil on the matter; that he would take 
his ideas down to his Board, that he 
would point out that the Council do 
not wish to have Stewart Street clos- 
ed, and also not to have the spur Y 
put in where suggested, and that he 
would do his best to have the Coun- 
-cil’s wishes voiced and followed in 
this direction, while not wishing to 
put any unnecessary hindrance in 
the way of the C.N.R. coming into 
the city. 
THE REGULAR MEETING. 

The regular'meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday night, 
with His Worship Mayor Lord pre- 
siding, and Ald. Stone, Broughton, 
Simpson, Moyes and Collison in at- 
tendance.

[adhere to the by-law. There had

the by-law, as it seemed absurd to 
‘keep streets at present purely resi- 
dential in the first class fire limits, 
when there is no possibility of it be- 


i coming business property for’ many 


years to come. 

Ald. Collison asked if any requests 
had been received previously to move 
properties in to the first class fire 
limits. Com. Stephenson: Only verb- 
al. 

Ald. Simpson moved, and _ Ald. 
Stone seconded, “That the request of 
Senator Michener for leave to ‘move 
a frame building on to Lot 28, Block 
2, be granted, and that the Commis. 
sioners be instructed to prepare re- 
commendations for taking Block 28 
and other residential property out of 
the first class fire limits.” Carried.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT.

Gentlemen.—We submit ourregular 

report as follows: 

1 Improvements in Waskasoo Park 
have been made as_ recommended. 
The new road is passable but will 
require additional work which we 
will have done as time can be spared. 
Next winter we propose to have the 
dead trees and stumps cut out. 

2 Mayor Lord spent several days 
in motoring to Edmonton and back 
and through the district on City bus- 
iness and while in Edmonton discuss- 
ed with a prospective purchaser, 
with whom we have been negotiating, 
the selling of our Treasury Bills. We 
hope to get a satisfactory offer in a 
few days.

CHIEF ANDERSON'S REPORT ON 
CURFEW BY-LAW. 

His Worship the Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, and Aldermen of the City 
of Red Deer, 

Gentlemen: To report on the mat- 
ter of the Curfew, and age limit to be 
dealt with under this heading. 

If the Curfew By-law is to be 
maintained, then I would submit that 
the hour for the curfew to be rung 
should be 8 o'clock in the evening 
during the winter months. In regard 
to the age there are many conditions 
to be said for and against, but to my 
mind the age ought to be up to six- 
teen years. 

The question arises of children un- 
der this age doing shopping after the 
curfew hour, or in another instance 
attending ‘the skating rink. The same 
must be added in either of the two 
cases. Wherever the child is going 
on a legitimate business then the 
police officer must not interfere. 

To sum the matter up, it is only to 
give a power where otherwise we 
could do nothing with the child, The 
same must be said of this by-law as 
of all other by-laws of the City, it is 
discretion that is needed,and no hard- 
ship must be imposed upon any one 
person.

TWO YOUNG PEOPLE | 
ARE DROWNE 


Miss Grace Snyder an and Thos. Hughes 
Victims -at Gull Lake. 


Miss Grace Snyder, of Ponoka, aged 
19, and Thomas :Hughes, aged 23, of 
Lacombe, were drowned off Aspen. 
Beach, Gull Lake, about 4 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. | The victims of’ 
the accident were spending the day 
at the lake, and, procuring a‘ canoe 
at the boat house, paddled out to 
deep water. The gccident happened 
within fifteen minutes after they 
started out, in about eight feet of 
water. 

Parties on shofe noticed them 
changing positions :in the canoe, the 
young lady standing up when it cap- 
sized. Before any assistance could be 
sent out both occupants of the canoe 
had disappeared, there being no life- 
saving or grappling apparatus at the 
lake. 

The provincial police headquarters 
at Red Deer were notified, and within 
an hour anda half Detective Scott 
and assistants were on the scene 
with grappling irons. After a search 
of two hours the body of Miss 
Snyder was recovered about four hun- 
dred yards from where the canoe up- 
set, and although the search was kept 
up until 11 o’clock.p.m., Hughes’ body 
was not recovered. 

Miss Snyder lived with her widow- 
ed mother at Ponoka, and _ Thos. 
Hughes was employed as mechanic in 
the Empire garagé. at Lacombe.

after a lingering illness. Mr. Piper 
wits a mun of vigorous will and strong 
constitution and enjoyed excellent 
health up to last year when he had a 
serious attack of pneumonia followed 
by rheumatism under which strain the 
stomich guve out. He was able to be 
eound the house at times, and seemed 
to be a little better than usual on 
Wednesday, but severe pain came on 
later in the evening, and he passed 
way ut 4.45 in the morning. Mr. Piper’s 
«losing duys were watched over and 
eheered by the devoted ministrations 
of Mrs. Piper, and his family in the 
district and old friends were also as- 
siduous in their attentions. 

Mr. Wm. Piper came from 
freland and lived for years in Middle- 
sex county, Western Ontario, in the 
fumous Lucan distriét, where he was 
trusted by Orangemen and Catholic 
alike, despite the bitter feuds of that 
district which culminated later in the 
famous Biddulph tragedy. He served 
in- the Ienian Raid troubles of 1866, 
and won the medal. He came to Red 
Deer in the spring of 1892 from Parry 
Sound, Ont., and established a_ brick, 
industry here which he continued, 
either with his family or with associ- 
ates until he sold out his interests 
o the company about 8 years ago. 

Mr. Piper was an energetic, public- 
spirited, citizen, always ready to speak 
his mind, and to give a reason for the 
faith that was in him. In civic affairs . 
he took « keen interest and served 
part of a term on the Council. But 
perhaps his chief service was to the 
Loyal Orange Association, of which he 
was the main prop \in this district for 
years. He held the highest county and 
provincial offices, being Past Grand 
Master of the Grand Orange Lodge, 
L.O.A.B.A. A strong Protestant, an 
independent Conservative, a _ loyal 
member of the Church of England, a 
charter member of Red Deer Lodge, A. 
I. & A.M., he was tolerant and broad- 
minded in his actions as a neighbor 
and citizen, and he was held in the 
highest respect by all classes.

TO DEPORT ALIENS ‘ 
FROM THE: STATES 


MEASURE WOULD MEAN EX. 
CLUSION OF ALL JAPANESE 
COOLIES 


Washington, August 20.—A bill ~to 
stop all immigration for two years 
and to deport all aliens who with- 
drew their first papers to 
military service during the war, was 
introduced today by Chairman John- 
son, of the hovse immigration com- 
mittee. 

After the end of the two-year sus-. 
pension system, aliens would be en- 
titled to admission to the United 
States only under a passport on their 
written declaration to become’ an 
American citizen. They would be re- 
quired to register annually until 
citizenship was conferred. Fraudu- 
lent entry would be punishable by 
five years’ imprisonment and $1,000 
fine, to be followed by deportation. 
Few exceptions to the prevention of 
immigration for two years are per- 
mitted by the bill. Alien residents of 
the United States might send _ for 
their parents, grandparents, unmar- 
ried or widowed daughters, or sons 
under 16, unless these relatives had 
been alien enemies, for whom special 
authorization for admission would 
be required. Skilled labor also might 
be imported under existing law, and 
foreign officials, tourists, students 


and professional men might come 
into the country temporarily under 
passports. 


Adoption of the bill would mean, 
its framers say, literal fulfilment of 
the so-called gentlemen’s agreement 
between the United States and Japan 
with respect to immigration, and 
would keep out Japanese coolies. 

The bill provides that aliens com- 
ing within the exemption clause of 
the immigration act must secure 
passports from their own . ggvern- 
ments, signed hy consular agents of 
the United States and limited as to 
time. 

But the bill does not stop there. 
Aliens, who under present laws are 
eligible to citizenship, would be per- 
mitted to come to the United States 
without passports providing they 
state in writing their belief that they 
intend to reside here and become citi- 
zens. They must agree to register at 
least once a year, failure to do so 
being a cause for deportation. Fail- 
ure to take out first papers at the 
end of two years’ residence, also is 
cause for deportation. 

After taking out papers, aliens 
must remain here five years for final 
citizenship, with a time allowance off 
for knowledge of the elements of the 
United States plan of government 
and proficiency in the English lan- 
guage. If an alien does not acquire 
citizenship in eight .years he is sent 
home. A plan is provided by which 
citizens of a contiguous territory, 
Canada and Mexico, may visit the 
United States on cards issued annu- 
ally.

ACTION OF POLES 
PROVES SURPRISE 
TO THE GERMANS 


Berlin, August 21.—The decision of 
the Polish delegates to break off 
negotiations which have been going 
on during the past few days in Ber- 
lin, relative to a plebiscite over the 
ultimate frontier between Germany 
and Poland, came in the nature of a 
complete surprise to the German offi- 
cials assigned to be present at the 
deliberations, as well as the govern- 
ment, which evidently was wholly un- 
prepared for action. 

While no _ official statement has 
been issued, it is asserted in compe- 
tent quarters that the rupture in the 
proceedings was unexpected, espec- 
jally as a day had been set for a spec- 
ific decision of the Upper Silesian 
situation. While this matter was 
not really a part of the subject upon 
which the two governments are de- 
liberating the Germans promptly con- 
sented to meet the Poles’ request, 
particularly as it was endorsed by the 
chief of the French mission, General 
Dupont, who was present at’ the 
opening of today’s session, and who 
was apparently informed as to the 
decision of the Poles temporarily to 
postpone the negotiations. General 
Dupont was quite as much surprised 
as the Germans appeared to be when 
the Poles called for an indefinite re- 
cess in view of the fighting now going 
on in Upper Silesia, and the absence, 
in consequence, of the ‘‘atmosphere” 
required for calm deliberation. 

The question of the resumption of 
the conference will be taken up later 
between the Polish delegates and un- 
der-secretary van Haniel. 
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BIG SHIPMENT OF 
NORTHERN FURS 


Edmonton, August 21.—Furs valued 
at $500,000 passed through Edmonton 
Thursday from Fort McMurray, being 
a shipment collected during the year 
in the north country and consigned 
to various parts of America and 
Europe.

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“INTERNAL LOAN 
FOR $250,000,000 


MORE FAVORABLE THAN U. 8, 
OFFERS. 


New York, August 21.—This morn. 
ing’s Tribune says: 

“The Dominion of Canada is plan- 
ning an internal loan of approximate. 
ly $250,000,000, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

“According to the preliminary in- 
formation that has reached bankers 
here, the new bonds will be offered 
to the public in October at a 5% per 
cent. basis, without tax exempt feat- 
ures. This rate, which has been 
mentioned in authoritative Canadian 
circles, is, in the opinion of bankers, 
far less than Canada would have to]- 
pay for a loaif in this country, In 
the recent $75,000,000 loan, which was 
offered her by a syndicate of bankers 
headed by J. P. Morgan and com- 
pany, the yield to investors was 5.90 
per cent., and conditions of the in- 
vestment market at that time were 
regarded as more favorable to bor- 


rowel's than at present. Chicago 
and Canadian bankers  underwrote 
$3,000,000 of province of Ontario 


bonds a short time ago, and offered 
them to investors on a 6% basis. 

“Although the exchange rate is 
more than four per cent. against 
Canada, the Dominion finance minis- 
try it is said, feels that it would be 
inadvisable to borrow more in_ this 
country in the near future. The 
Canadian authorities share the Brit- 
ish view that an adverse. form. will 
set as a barrier to extensive purchas- 
es of merchandise in this country and 
thus prevent the unlimited piling up 
of indebtedness. But Canada, bank- 
ers say, especially objects to paying 
the high interest rate, which the 
American investment market would 
demand. ; 

“The banking community continues 
to discuss other foreign financing, but 
the concensus of opinion is that im- 
pending European and South Ameri- 
can loans will be delayed till the 
fall, when, it is expected, the in- 
vestment market will reveal more.

CHINA CLAIMING. 
THAT JAPANESE 
STARTED TROUBLE 


Peking, August 20.—The official re- |: 
port to the Chinese government re- 
garding the clash between Japanvse 
and Chinese soldiers, on July 19, at 
Chang-Chung, Manchuria, it was said 
in government circles, indicates that 
the Japanese provoked the trouble. 
There is no definite proof of who fired 
the first shot but the Chinese claim 
that the fact that Japanese soldiers 
with fixed bayonets and loaded rifles 
forced an entry into the Chinese mili- 
tary encampment shows that mney | 
were the aggressors. 

The Chinese report says eighteen |; 
Japanese were killed and seventeen 
wounded, and twelve Chinese were 
killed and fourteen wounded. It was 
added that 100 Chinese soldiers were 
missing, but it is believed that many 
of them have fled and have feared to 
return. 


The Japanese embassy at Washing- 
ton announced that the Chinese gov- 
ernment as a- result of the 
incident at Chang-Chung, had dismis- 
sed from office three leaders of the 
Chinese soldiers and had reprimand- 
ed the governor-general of Kirin prov- 
ince. The statement said that the 
clash was provoked by the Chinese 
who fired on the Japanese. Nineteen 
Japanese were killed and seventeen 
wounded seriously. 
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REPORT ON THE ARMY 
RAISED BY BRITAIN 


London, August 21.—The report of 
the war cabinet for 1918 summarizes 
as follows the empire’s war report : 

The strength of the regular army 


reserve and territorial forces on the 
fourth of August, 1914, was 733,514. 
England has since recruited 4,006,158 
men. With the other enlistments in 
the United Kingdom and Canada the 
total white eulistments in the whnie 
empire were 7,130,280. The figures 
of enlistment for races other than 
white, including over 1,250,000 from 
India, were 1,524,187, giving a grand 
total for all races of the empire of 
8,654,467. 

In addition to these Chinese and 
other labor units were raised for ser- 
vice in Salonika, Egypt and Mesopo- 
tamia. 

The following were the total casu- 
alties of the British Empire to the 
end of 1918:

AMERICAN MILITARY TO

PLACES NATIONS “IN POSITION 
OF COMRADESHIP AND PROTEC-

Washington, August 19.—President 
Wilson; interpreting the league of 
nations’ covenant today for the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, de- 
clared it imposed no legal. obligations 
for the use of American military fore- 
es in protecting the territory or inde- 
pendence of any other nation. But, 
he added, that the covenant might 
involve, in certain circumstances, an 
“absolutely compelling moral obliga- 
tion” which might be even stronger 
than a legal promise. Pressed for a 
more exact definition by committee 
members who insisted ‘that the whole 
question was:a “rope of sand,” he as- 
serted that, on the other hand, he 
considered it as placing the nations 
in. an “attitude of comradeship and 
protection” which would compel res- 
pect for the principles of justice and 
liberty. 


BREAKS ANOTHER PRECEDENT 


Meeting the committee in a round- 
table discussion in the east room of 
the White. House, in contradiction to 
the precedent of more than a century 
and with the whole nation listening 
through the medium of a relay of pub- 
lic stenographers, the president went 
into many of the details of the peace 
negotiations and touched on all the 
hotly debated questions which have 
divided the senate in its considera- 
tion of the peace treaty. Article 10 
of the covenant, guaranteeing the in- 
tegrity of league members against ag. 
gression, he declared, would leave to 
each nation “complete freedom of 
choice as to the application of 
force.” Even if the United States 
representative on the council joined 
in an unanimous recommendation for 
military action, the final decision for 
peace or war must rest, so far as 
concerned the United States, with 
congress, he said. Whatever ad- 
vice the council gave under its auth- 
ority to take such action as is' deemed 
appropriate, must also be deemed ap- 
propriate by the United States to 
be binding on ‘this government, he 
argued, though in the background 
there would be such a potential moral 
force that he doubted if the nation 
would often decline to act. 

The president revealed that Japan's 
promise to return Shantung to China 
was reduced to written form in the 
minutes of the peace conference. He 
asserted he had “every confidence” 
that the promise would be carried 
out, and told the senators it was “the 
best that could be got” out of the 
negotiations, Japan having given not- 
ice she would withdraw from the con- 
ference if her demands were refused. 
The United Stateg delegates, he said, 
had tried to keep the nation free 
from. obligations in European affairs 
“so far as it was honorably possible 
to do so,’ but he asserted that it 
might be necessary to keep some 
American troops in the Rhine dis- 
trict under the treaty for the next 
15 years. 


NATION ITS OWN JUDGE 


He declared the nation would be its 
own sole judge whether its obligations 
had been fulfilled under the disputed 
withdrawal clause of the league 
covenant ; that purely domestic ques- 
tions were safe from the league's 
interference , and that the Monroe 
doctrine was clearly preserved. 


SMUTS’ PLAN PREVAILS 


The league, the president exclaim- 
ed, was built on the plan of General 
Smuts of South Africa. 

Mr. Wilson revealed that he had 
suggested that the United States 
take no part of the German repara- 
tion, but asked that the conference 
reserve disposition of the German 
Pacific Island of Yapo on a suggestion 
that it was needed for an American 
naval station. 


DECLINES TO ANSWER 


Some of the senators’ questions the 
president declined to answer on the 
ground of international policy. How 
the United States delegates voted on 
Japan’s proposals for racial equality 
clause in the league covenant, he said 
he could not disclose, “im the interest 
of international good understanding,” 
and for the same reason he said he 
could not go into the negotiations 
over the French frontier or give the 
committee a copy of the record of 
Japan’s Shantung promise. 

Early action on the treaty was urg- 
ed in a statement by the president 
at the outset of the conference. This 
was necessary he held, so that a 
peace basis might be reached, and as 
the other treaties under negotiation 
now at Versailles were being delayed 
until the world learned what would 
happen to the treaty with Germany. 
He said he saw no reasonable objec- 
tion to senate’ reservation, but 
thought it unwise to incorporate 
them in the ratification itself. 

In replying to a long series of ques- 

tions by Senator Brandegee, Repub- 
lican, Connecticut, the president was 
led into an exhaustive discussion of 
the co-mingling of moral and legal 
obligations in treaties. 
..“A moral obligation,” said Mr. Wil- 
son, “is, of course, superior to a legal 
obligation, and if I may say so, is a 
greater binding force. In every moral 
obligation there is an element of 
judgment ; in a legal obligation there 
ig no element of judgment.” 

Senator Brandegee suggested there 
was no important distinction “be- 
cause we are obligated in any event.” 

“I think it is of the greatest impor- 
tance,” replied the president, “be- 
cause the element of judgment en- 
ters into it.”

SAVED BRITISH DISASTER 


General Currie referred to the 
growth of respect for the Canadian 
forces from the arrival in France un- 

“tb the end’ of the war. In the last 

three months of war the Canadians 
had fired twenty-five per cent. of all 
the ammunition fired by the entire 
British army. When the enemy had 
first used poison gas, General Smith 
Dorien had said to him that knowing 
of the enemy tactics and the retire- 
ment of the troops to the left and 
right of the Canadians, he (General 
Smith-Dorien) had foreseen the 
worst disaster in the annals of the 
British army. 

When the news came back that the 
Canadians were holding he could not 
‘believe it and had sent up again and 
again for news. The reputation then 
made for doggedness was more than 
borne out by the Canadians in the 
later years until in the end the Cana- 
dians had been recognized as_ the 
hardest hitting force on the allied 
front. 

ADVANTAGE OF ORGANIZATION. 


The different organization method 
which made it possible to choose cer- 
tain divisions for certain work and 
the pooling of the engineers and artil- 
lery of the corps had given the Cana- 
dians an advantage, said Inspector 
General Currie, and this factor was 
largely responsible for their success 
later. “I am glad to say,” said the 
speaker, “that our army fought 
against the greatest military machine 
the world ever produced, yet never 
lost a gun, in fact in the last two 
years never failed to take an object- 
ive and there were some of our divis- 
jons which never allowed a hostile 
foot to enter their trenches. We never 
lost an inch of ground that we had 
once consolidated.” 

The hundred days from August 8, 
1918, had seen remarkable success 
and General Currie said he would 
urge the government to educate the 
people whore in what that period 
meant to Canada. The Canadians had 
been previously held as Huig’s  re- 
serve, ready to move wherever the 
Woche struck. “And,” said General 
Currie, “it was only a question then 
of how many more blows he could 
withstand.” Haig said that in allthe 
dark days, his remaining comfort was 
that he had the Canadians to fall 
back on. 

USED AS SPEARHEAD 

The Canadian force had been used 
as the spearhead in the Amiens drive. 
“We made the plan, set the time and 
the pace,” said General Currie. “The 
.secrecy had been perfect and the ob- 
jective, the old Amiens line, was tak- 
‘en the first night. That day we pene- 
itrated eight miles, the greatest pene- 
{tration made by any army ip the war, 
sand our victory had wonderful effect.

IS LLOYD GEORGE 
DUE FOR A FALL? 


FAILED TO ANNOUNCE ANY 
RETRENCHMENT. 


London, Aug. 23.—Lloyd George's 
failure in his speech this week to give 
a definite lead to retrenchment by 
announcing an intention to stop the 
enormous government expenditure 
has caused much regret: Instead of 
retrenchment he announced further 
doles after pointing the position of 
the country financially in the black- 
est of colors.

The difficulty is that wages 
paid are not being earned and are not 
producing value, and watil wages are 
on an economic footing the British 
fiinancial position will cause difficul- 
ties.

Winnipeg, August 23.—The Cana- 
dian Wheat Board confirms in orders 
numbers of recent regulations gov- 
erning the handling and prices of this 
season's wheat crop, and makes strict 
regulations for the licensing of per- 
sons authorized to buy wheat or to 
handle wheat on commission other 
than registered seed wheat. Heavy 
penalties are set for the infringement 
of these rules. 

The method of sale of wheat by 
farmers is set forth in one of these 
orders. When the farmer sells his 
wheat to the Canadian Wheat Board 
or to one of its licensed buyers he 
receives a cash payment.on the basis

IS THIS POSSIBLE? 


The best thing that could happen 
in Canada would be to take about 
200,000 people out of Toronto and 
Montreal and scatter them among the 
smaller cities. Large cities are a 
menace to the peace and the morality 
of the country. It is there that indus- 
trial unrest is born, and it is there 
the vicious and criminal classes con- 
gregate. Indeed, a great city, where 
the people are huddled together, is a 
breeding place for wickedness of all 
kinds. Young people, who come 
from good homes in the clean coun- 
tryside, are infected almost before 
they know it. The wholesome re- 
straints imposed in a small commun- 
ity do not exist in a metropolis. The 
very conditions under which the 
masses live in a congested city make 
for the loosening of those moral 
bonds which prevail wherever life is 
so simple and intimate that each tam- 
ily knows the joys and troubles of its 
neighbors. Poverty does not exist in 
the towns and small cities of the 
Dominion. There is always a he®ping 
hand in cases of distress. But in a 
city of half a million, neighborliness 
is dead. The man next door may 
come and go for a year and never say 
“Good day.” And notwithstanding 
that the best things in life are so 
dificult if not impossible of attain- 
ment in a big city, there is a lure 
that draws the average person from 
the simple, healthy, wholesome life 
of the small town to find fortune in 
the great marts. 

If there were any way by which 
such cities as Galt, Guelph. St. Thom- 
as, and Woodstock, in Ontario, could 
teke, say, ten thousand, each of Ylor- 
onto’s population, and thus become 
cities of twenty to thirty thousand,

Beef prices on the Calgary market 
during the week were steady and 
there is a willingness to pay a little 
more for the best steers, which are 
quoted 25c higher, but cows, on the 
other hand, have declined to a similar 
amount. Top steers will bring up to 
$11.75, and thé best cows $9.25. The 
market continues to absorb a lot of 
stockers and feeders. The demand 
for the latter is not as strong as’ it 
was owing to the advancing season. 
Stocker steers and heifers are going 
well, and prices unchanged, with the 
best breedy heifers at $7.75. Calves 
are still coming in large numbers, 
and the price has advanced up to $11 
for the best. Bulls unchanged with 
the few choice ones which are on 
hand bringing up to $7.50. 

Edmonton market has been good on 
the beef cattle this week and the top 
i Steers are quoted at $11.50, the prices 
on all grades of cows being advanced 
from 25 to 50 cents according to qual- 
ity. The harvesting operations are 
interfering with the stocker and feed- 
er demand just’ now, but after this 
work is over if there is favorable 
weather conditionsthedemand should 
improve. There was a little interrup- 
tion in the trading in heifers for a 
time, but the government stepped in 
and assisted the situation. The re- 
ceipts at Edmonton yards continue to 
be large and it was found necessary 
to materially increase the accommo- 
dation. e 

Hogs 

Receipts are getting lighter all the 
time, so far ag hog shipments are con- 
cerned. There has been a week-end 
break on all markets and the sales 
yesterday were down to $21.00 on a 
few loads.

Their conclusions 
are as follows: They are most anxi- 
ous to conclude a durable peace with 
the Hungarian people but they feel 
that this cannot be done while the 
present Hungarian government is in 
power. That government came into 
existence not by the will of the peo- 
ple, but by a coup d'etat carried out 
by a small body of police under the 
protection of a foreign army. 


“It has as its head a member of the 
house of Hapsburg, whose policies 
and actions are largely responsible 
for the calamity under which the 
world is suffering and will long suffer. 
A peace negotiated by such a govern- 
ment is not likely to be lasting nor 
can the allied and associated powers 
give it the economic support which 
Hungary needs. 

“To its reply that Archduke Joseph 
is prepared before approaching the 
allied and associated governments, to 
submit his claims to the test of pop- 
ular elections,we must reply that this 
procedure cannot be satisfactory if 
the election is to be carried out under 
the auspices of the administration 
which the archduke himself controls. 

“The difficulties in the way of ob- 
taining by election a faithful reflec- 
tion of the popular will are, in the 
present unhappy state of Hungary, 
most serious. They would be over- 
whelming if an election were carrio! 
out under Hapsburg influences. Even 
if an assembly elected under such 
circumstances were really represent- 
ative, no one would think so. 

“In the interests, therefore, of EBur- 
opean peace, the allied and associat- 
ed governments mean to insist that 
the present claimant to the leader- 


ship of the Hungarian state should 
resign and that a government, in 
which all parties are represented 


should appeal to the Hungarian peo- 
ple.

Mayor Lord welcomed the company 
to the city and referred to the 
beauty spots in and around the dis- 
trict, and the activities and position 
of the city. 


The President of the Board of 
Trade then addressed the gathering, 
going into the farming activities and 
industrial possibilities of the imme- 
diate city and district. 

Senator Michener dealt more chief- 
ly with the provincial activities in- 
lustrially and the relations of the 
Dominion with the people over the 
line, referring to the different feeling 
which existed between the two 
nations resulting from a common suf- 
fering and common sacrifice during 
the great war. 


The chairman then called upon 
Mr. J. Bruce Walker, who is an 
orator par excellence, with a manner 
entirely his own. He is travelling 
with the party representing the De- 
partment of Immigration and Coloni- 
zation, and describes himself as the 
interrogation mark for the party. 
All the questions they can think of 
they ask him, and he was supposed 
to answer them all. He congratulated 
the speakers of the city on the fact 
that they had not claimed Red Deer 
to be the only place on the map, but 
had admitted the standing of other 
places in Canada, which, he said, 
would give weight to the good things 
they had said about Red Deer, and 
make their hearers more willing to 
take it as the truth. He assured his 
hearers that the editorial party fully 
appreciated the good things that had 
been provided, and the reception that 
had been tendered to them. 


He then called for cheers for the 
citizens of Red Deer, and the party 
made no mistake about the way they 
gave them. 


All the members of the party ex- 
pressed their appreciation of all that 
had been done for them, and of their 
admiration of the country through 
which they had passed. 


After breakfast the party split up, 
and auto cars to the number of near- 
ly thirty were quickly filled up and a 
journey round the district was tal- 
en. The rest of the party made the 
best of their time looking round the 
city, a good many visiting, as was 
only natural, the offices of the local 
papers,. many expressing surprise 
that Red Deer hadtwo offices with the 
equipment that they possess. 

The party left on their special train 
about 10.30, fully satisfied with hav- 
ing given the city a visit and all 
that they had seen. 

There are two government repre- 
sentatives with the C.P.R. special 
train which bears the party across 
the western part of Canada, J. Bruce 
| Walker and R. J. Stead. Mr. Walker 
represents the Department of Immi- 
gration and Colonization, and = Mr. 
Stead, the well-known author, who 
was formerly a resident of Calgary, 
represents the Publicity Department 
of the Dominion Government. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway, on which 
the party travels during the latter 
part of their journey is represented 
by F. E. Trautman, press representa- 
tive, with headquarters at Winnipeg. 
These gentlemen have co-operated in 
doing their best to give the party the 
best possible time and have them see 
the most interesting parts of the 
country through which they have pas- 
sed. Their efforts have been greatly 
appreciated by the editors who are 
loud in their praise of the treatment 
they have received.

DROWNED AT 
SYLVAN LAKE 


Sylvan Lake, owing to its safe beach, 
has been free of boating and bathing 


accidents (within the memory of 
the present generation, but this re- 
cord was unhappily broken on Wednes- 
day evening, when Frank Fagan, a 
young C.P.R. brakeman from Red Deer, 
Was upset out of a canoe and sank to 
his death before help reached him. 

The deceased, with Fred Hill, Claude 
Baile, and John East, took advantage 
of the Wednesday half holiday to take 
a trip to Sylvan Lake in the later 
afternoon in East’s car. While the 
other three went in for a swim, Fagan 
took out a motor boat for half an hour. 
He and Hill had the boat out for a 
few minutes, and then East and Baile 
took it out heywnd the sandbar. They 
could net get the engine going and! 
Fagan and Hill went out in a canoe 
and Fagan got the engine going. Fagan 
and Hill went back into the canoe and 
followed the motor boat for a short 
distance getting one hundred yards 
or more north of the end of the boat- 
house pier in 10 to 12 feet of water. 
The canoeista then decided to go back, 
and Fagan called to Hill to “drag” to 
turn the canoe. Whether Fagan also 
dragged Hill does not ,know but the 
canoe careened and took‘in a foot of 
water. They swung to the other side 
to save it, only to get more water, and 
in the third attempt to steady it, the 
canoe went over, throwing them both 
into the water. Hill called to Fagan 
to take hold of the canoe and to the 
motor boat to help Fagan, and then 
struck out for shallow water. Fagan, 
who apparently had lost in the pre- 
sence of danger, and with the weight 
of his clothes on him, what lHttle 
knowledge of swimming he had, did 
not reach the water-filled canoe, which 
may have drifted a few feet from him. 
Baile and East were some 60 yards or 
more away, and, in trying to turn 
quickly, their rudder went off and 
Baile turned the boat with his arm 
in the water. When they got back, 
Balle saw Fagan sinking and dived 
for kim, but he did not reach him at 
the depth. When he was ready to 
dive again, they could see no sign of 
Fagan, and other boats had arrived. 

The upset was witnessed from the 
wharves but most watchers did not 
take it seriously, as the boys often 
made a good deal of racket in their 
sport. Ald. Moyes, Dr. Massicotte, Mr. 
McClusky, and others put out, and Dr. 
Massicotte picked up Hill who was 
about all in when he was reached, but 
the Dr. saw no sign of poor Fagan 
when he got to the motor boat. ; 

A number of Sylvan Lake village 
residents and Dectective Scott, Con- 
stables Marks and Robertson, mem- 
bers of the A. P. Police, dragged the 
Lake until 2 a.m., Mr. Jamieson having 
improvised a deep water electric 
searchlight, and the A. P. Police, with 
East, Hill'and Baile, started again at 
4.30. Their long quest was successful 
at 7.30 Thursday morning. 

The deceased was a good natured, 
lively, lad, and was the youngest son 
of Mr. E. D. Fagan, formerly of North 
Red Deer, and now farming at Olds. 
The family have had sore sorrow this 
year, a married daughter having also 
passed away before the mother could 
reach her. The two children and 
friends of the family here had a third 
shock not long ago when a misdelivered 
telegram that their mother was dead 
reached them. The message was not 
intended for them. 

Coroner Dr. George enpanelled the 
following jury which held an inquest 
on the body at the Sylvan Lake hotel, 
viz., O. Cunningham (Calgary) fore- 
man, J. Dingwall, O. B. Wilkinson, L. 
F. S. Watts, Irwin Hamley, F. D. Mc- 
Crimmon. Their verdict was that the 
deceased had come to his death acci- 
dentally without any blame to be at- 
tached to any person. They recom- 
mended, however, that life saving 
apparatus be procured, and life buoys 
be placed conveniently on the wharves 
and about the beach. Baile believed 
that Fagan might have been saved had 
he a buoy in the motor boat to throw 
to him, as Fagan went down for the 
last time when the boat was within six 
feet of him. The A. P. Police and the 
Jury were satisfied that deceased's 
comrades had done everything in their 
power to save him; they had got back 
from town at 2.30 a.m. to assist in the 
search for his body. 

Mr. Fagan was notified by the A. P. 
Police, and camg up with his car on 
Thursday morning. He will have the 
body sent to Olds for interment.

UP SITUATION IN THE WEST 


Premier Stewart—‘The _ situation 


in southern Alberta, though serious 
still, is not so serious as it was some 
weeks ago. Both the old timer and 
the ‘newcomer know that we nave 
gone through worse sieges than the 
present one, and come out success- 
fully, aml we shall do so again.” 

Hon. J. A. Calder, minister of im- 
migration and _ colonization—“Our 
people in this country have got into a 
habit that must be stopped. We have 
become extravagant, both as individ- 
uals and as governments. One thing 
that has struck me in visiting our 
Canadian cities is the extravagances 
of the people, of which there are evi- 
dences everywhere. There is only 
one way in which the future of this 
country can be assured, and that is 
by everybody working and saving.” 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, minister of 
the interior—As the control of sur- 
face waters in Canada is ours, it is 
our business to investigate and re- 
port on its disposition in the best 
way. Wise action in the solution of 
irrigation engineering problems and 
the estimation of capital costs must 
come first. The actual improvement 
of property within a province is, how- 
ever, a provincial affair. I may say 
that the provincial government has 
shown no disposition to be unreas- 
onable in this matter.” 

Hon. Dr. Tolmie, Dominion minis- 
ter of agriculture—“Single crop farm- 
ing reminds me of the man who goes 
on issuing checks without making 
any deposits in the bank.

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STATES THAT 
FRASER RIVER IS 
NOW BARREN 


Vancouver, August 21.—‘Once the 
greatest salmon producing river in 
the world, the Fraser river is now 
barren because’ the United States 
authorities and interests have been 
and are too utterly blind and too sel- 
fish to take preventive action.” 

That is the Hon. William Sloan's 
summary of conditions existing in the 
sockeye salmon world, and as com- 
missioner of fisheries of the province 
of British Columbia, the minister’s 
words carry weight. In an indictment 
of the policy pursued by the Ameri- 
can legislature, Mr. Sloan insists that 
while Canada was enacting legisla- 
tion designed to protect the salmon 
on their way to the spawning 
grounds which lie well up the Fraser 
river, Washington state and federal 
officials turned deaf ears to the urg- 
ings from Canada that some measure 
of protection should be enacted. 

“The result has been,” says Mr. 
Sloan, “that the salmon never reach- 
ed the Fraser, for traps and seines 
took them in American waters. De- 
tailed) reports which I have from 
every fishing section of the province 
show conclusively that the sockeye 
season is about over. The pack of 
sockeye in the Fraser canneries last 
year was only 19,000 cases and the 
American pack only 50,700. This 
year the Fraser pack, without a few 
canneries operating, will not exceed 
7,000 cases, with Washington about 
20,000, if it is that much. Not a 
single cannery on the Fraser has 
the pack of 1,000 cases, and the ieas- 
on is about. over. The sockeye 
that ran to the Fraser this year 
were hatched in 1915. The catch 
that year totalled 155,700 cases, of 
which 91,200 were taken by our can- 
neries and 64,500 by American plants. 
A more forceful illustration of the 
depletion of the sockeye run to the 
Fraser could not be given.” 
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GERMANY CONSIDERS 
MEANS TO FULFIL 
TREATY TERMS 


Berlin, August 20.—A bill providing 
ways and means for carrying out 
the peace terms was presented before 
the national assembly at Weimar on 
Monday with the approval of the im- 
erial council. It is a far reaching 
measure the purpose of which is to 
set definite limits and establish con- 
trol of all sorts of activities in) com- 
merce, finance and industries bearing 
on the means of government respon- 
sibility laid upon Germany by the 
conditions of peace. 

It empowers the government, for 
instance, to demand and enforce in- 
dustrial, mereantile and forest work 
closely concerned with the work of 
paying indemnities. The government 
is authorized to demand information 
about wages and material and may 
inspect the books, papers and bus- 
iness documents of firms as well as 
fix prices, adjust labor conditions and 
supervise the efficiency of industrial 
equipment. It also imposes penalties 
up to three years’ imprisonment and 
a fine of 50,000 marks for illegal 
payments of money.
